REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

the applicant's arguments on claims 1-5. filed on 25 July 2005. are not persuasive. The traversal is based on the ground: 
Applicant argues that the "transactional communication" is defined as in Applicant's specification at page 1 . However, the 
phrase "transactional communication" or the "redo loo interface", as argued in claims 1. 3 and 5. are not recited in the claims. 
The examiner submits that the combination of Gilbert and Ngai references reads upon the claimed limitations. 
In claims 1 . 3 and 5. Applicant argues that Gilbert does not disclose a logging service that comprises an XA/XO interface to enable the 
transactional svstem to perform transactional operations on data stored in the logging service. Gilbert discloses the interface 
system to process the transaction processing system, log into the log file as control record: wherein the trigger subsystem send 
the trigger message to indicate to the transaction process system for processing. e.g."commit transactions", as disclosed in col. 
4. lines 5-21 : and wherein the status subsystem updates processed status records and stores in log files with other records as 
disclosed in col. 4. lines 22-26. Ngai discloses system and method for improving transaction recovery with the use of redo 
entries as disclosed in col. 1. line 43 through col. 2. line 4. Therefore, the examiner submits that Gilbert and Ngai references 
read upon the claimed limitations.
